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Wind and Lightning Do $100,000 
Pamage in Saginaw. 


Sacinaw, Mich., Aug. 10.—-A “wind and 
electrical storm swept over this city about 
2 o'clock this morning, doing great damage. 

The spire of the Jefferson Street Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, 100 feet high, was 
struck by lightning and leveled to the 
ground, and a portion of the edifice was 
unroofed. The works of the Bartlett Ma- 
chine and Illuminating Company were un- 
roofed, and the power house of the Union 
Street Railway Company suffered in a like 
manner, causing car. service to be sus- 
pended. 

Erd’s piano factory, Wickes Brothers’ 
boiler shop, Molze, Smart & Co.’s ware- 
house, Palmerton's Woodenware Works, 
the Saginaw Basket Factory, and Bliss 
& Van Aughten’s mill were umroofed or 
otherwise diy damaged. Hundreds of 
chimneys were blown down, and thousands 
of eer uprooted and lumber piles scat- 
tered. ‘ 

The Vincent Hotel was struck by light- 
ning and slightly damaged, and John Pe- 
tersen’s residéace was struck and de- 
stroved. Nine electric light towers were 
blown down. No casualties have been re- 
ported, The damage will reach $100,000.

The party boarded the rowboat at Brides- 
burg at 8 o’clock last night, and after row- 
ing down the river, they staried homeward 
about 10 o'clock. The boat had almost 
reached its. destination when @ windéstorm 
arose. The young men bent to their cars, 
but little progress was made, and: the young 
women, as the boat was tossed pon the 
cheppy waves, became excited, nelr ac- 
tions, together with the wind and. tide; 
cansed the boat to capsize. All managed 
to chitch thésides of the craft, which was 
blown toward the Pennsylvania Bailroad 
bridge. 

The shrieks of the women and the calls 
for help were heard py the keeper of the 
bridge. He threw a iope to the struggling 
men, but they were tom excited to grasp it. 
The boat crashed against the. aburcinent 
and two of the women lest their’ hold an: 
sank. 

The boat passed through the draw and 
had not gone’ far when the cries of the 
others ceased. At daylight the boat, bottom 
up, was found near where the pieasure 
seekers met their death. The identity of 
the victinas was not learned until this morn-

THIRD-TICKET MOVEMENT GROWS. 


Attendance at Indianapolis Conven- 


tion Will Be bata “3 


INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 10.-W. D. Bynum, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of 
the National Democratic Party, is receiv- 
ing a large number of communications from 
Democrats in every part of the country 
regarding the selection of delegates to the 
convention ‘at Indianapolis on Sept. 2. 
Many of them come from States which 
were not represented at the recent 
conference, and the belief of the lead- 
ers of the party and the hotel people 
of Indianapolis is that the attendance at 
the National gathering will be much larger 
than they originally expected. 

One hotel has received several additional 
requests for rooms. Maine's delegation asks 
for twelve rooms, Massachusetts for ten, 
Wisconsin wants rooms for twenty-four 
delegates, and Michigan for ten. 

The call for the National Convention was 
mailed to the Chairmen and delegates in 
the various States to-day. The address to 
the public is being prepared, and probably 
will be ready for publication about the end 
of the week. 

Secretary Wilson has named Evans 
Woollen of Indianapolis as his assistant. 
His duties will be to pertect the prepara- 
tions for the convention and to attend to 
the business end of affairs solely.

COMES TO RECEIVE FORMAL NOTICE 
OF HIS NOMINATION, — 


The Vice Presidential Candidate on 
the Chicago Ticket Discusses Pol- 
ities in His State, the Third 'Tick- 
et, and the Situation in General— 
Cannot Say' Whether Mr. Bryan 
Will Accept the Nominatipn of the 
Regular Populists, 


Arthur Sewall, the candidate for Vice 
President of the Chicago Convention, came 
to this city yesterday co be officially neti- 
fied of his nomination at the gathering in 
Madison Square Garden to-morrow night. 

The candidate came alone, and his arrival 
in the city was without any sign of a dem- 
onstration, or even notice, on the part of 
the men who are most closely connecred 
with the management of the campaign. 

Mr. Sewall came from Boston in-a train, 
which reached the Grand Central Station 
at 3 o’clock. At that moment William P. 
St. John, Treasurer of the National Com- 
mittee; Oliver Sumner Teall, and Assistant 
Treasurer McLaughlin, and the other ex- 
Republicans in charge of headquarters, 
were in closely guarded rooms in the Bar- 
tholdi Hotel, trying to keep away from a 
perspiring crowd that wanted tickets to 
the notification meeting. They had no tinie 
to send a carctage for the Vice Presidential 
candidate. 

But Mr. Sewall is not out for display, and, 
moreover, he is not a stranger in this town, 
and so he looked after his baggage and then 
made his way te the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
just as he used to do when he was simply 
the member df the Democratic National 
Committee from a hopelessity Republican 
State. 

Mr. Sewall reached the hotel at 38:25 
o'clock, His face was very red from the 
heat and very much begrimed with dust 
and cinders from his five-hour ride, and as 
he came into the hotel, not one man in a 
thousand would have selected him‘as one 
who was a candidate for the high office «f 
Vice President. 

He wore a pair of light trousers, tan 
shoes, a yellow alpaca coat, and a straw 
hat. A handkerchief was tied loosely 
around his neck. Over his arm was the 


co2t which matched his trousers and had 
been too warm for comfort. 

Mr. Sewall registered and then shook 
hands with Col. Bradley B. Smalley of Ver- 
mont, a member of the National Democra'- 
ic Committee, who was the first one to 
arrive for the committee meeting to-day. 

Mr. Sewall handed his coat to a bell boy, 
and, as he started for his room, which is

He said he knew little of the 
detalis for. the notification, had not yet 
completed his speech of acceptance, and 
woujd not do so until he had had oppor- 
iunity. to, talk ‘of some matters with Mr.

“How much significance do vou attach to 
the bolt of the gold Démocrats in Maine?” 
Mr. Sewall was asked. 

“ Not much,"”’ he replied. ‘The men who 
bolted will “not take much strength with 
them from the Candidate of the convention. 
The.campaign there: has but just begun, 
and it seems to be opening in about ‘he or- 
Ginary fashion. Maine is hopelessly Re- 
publican, he Republicans there have a 
Food organization, and they keep their 
ences in good order all the year around. 

“I do not think the Democrats: will make 
as hard a campaign in Maine as they did 
in 1892. It has.usually been the custom 
for poth parties to do hard campaigning 
there, because of the effect the election 
might have in other States later, This year 
I do not think the result in Maine will be 
considered especially significant, and ihe 
vote there, whatever it may be, wlil bave 
less effect than usual, because the issue 
was not made in Maine, but in the West. 
The Western States will not be influenced 
much by Maine.” 

** What importance do you attach to the 
third-ticket movement? ’’ 

**t would not want to give any estimate of 
the importance of that until the conven- 
tion comes together in September, and we 
know how many Democrats are represented 
there. The conference at Indianapolis last 
week was not surficient. I do not think that 
conference represented any very formiduble 
body of Democrats, but the convention will 
enable one to judge more correctly just 
what proportion the movement has as- 
sumed, and I would rather wait before ex- 
pressing an opinion,” 

“Will Mr. Bryan accept the Populists’ 
nomination? ”’ 

“I cannot speak on that matter,” said 
Mr. Sewall. “I have not seen Mr. Bryan 
since their convention was held, and 1 
should not feel authorized to speak for him 
on a question of that nature.” 
>“ Do you think the complications grow- 
ing out of the Populists’ convention are 
serious? ”’ ‘ 

“That opens up a large list of questions 
which I cannot discuss. I do not think 
Mr. Watson intends to resign from the 
ticket.”’ 

Mr. Sewall said he would remain at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel while in the city and 
would probably start for home the day 
after the notification, He did not know who 
would preside at the meeting, he said, and 
he h not learned any of the details as 
‘to the location of a headquarters for the 
Democratic National Committee. He said 
he had no preference of a place which he 
eared to state. He was willing to leave 
that to the National Committee. 

“ Will Mr. Bryan go With you to Maine?" 
asked the reporter. 

“{ expect he will go to Maine, though 
just when I am not certaln. In Maine I 
expect ho will make at least one speech— 
possibly more than that."

Wasnkingron, Aug. 10.—In Presidential 
campaigns it is the custom of the organs 
and managers of the weaker candidate to 
claim everything and to accept silence as 
implying Assent and support.

It is easy for them to assert the adherence 
to their cause of some Democrats who find 
it difficult to deny their assertions. Al- 
most from the time of the adjournment of 
the Chicago Convention, Senator Hill has 
been the victim of these inventions of the 
newspapers devoted to Bryan. Only last 
week an authoritative denial of his often- 
reported intentions to announce at once his 
support of the Chciago ticket was pub- 
lished, 

The commonest of recent fabrications of 
this nature has been that relating to the 
Cabinet officers. Secretary Hoke Smith’s 
defection to the silver side stt many lying 
tongues a-wagging. It was predicted that 
Secretary Herbert would surely come out 
for Bryan.

Toronto, Ontario, Aug. 10.—A combined 
effort is about to be made by city banks 
to decrease the circulation of American 
bills in this city. At present the city is 
flooded with American silver certificates 
The following’ notice is posted in the Stand- 
ard Bank 6-day:

It is understood that other banks will 
follow the example of the Standard Bank. 
This action prebably will result in a much- 
decreased circulation of American bills in 
this city. In regard to American siiver, 
most of the city banks are not accepting it 
at all, Some will accept American silver 
only from customers, but only in small 
amounts. The railway companies refuse to 
handle it, and department stores are dis- 
cussing the advisability of refusing it as 
money. 

HAMILTON, Ontario, -Aug. 10.—Following 
the example of the Toronto banks, the 
merchants and Jocal banks here have de- 
cidéd to refuse te accept American silver 
and. silver certificates. l'or years American 
bills and American currency have been ac- 
cepted at par by many merchants. United 
States silver or silver certificates will not 
be accepted in payment of city taxes.

LUMBER DEALER FAILS. 


Liabilities of the Fourth Firm of the 
Hub in That Line $200,000. 


Boston, Aug. 10.—W. HH. Treworgy, 
wholesale lumber dealer, has made an as- 
signment for the benefit of his creditors. 
The assignees are G, A. Jones of Boston 
and J. Otis of Methuen. No statement of 
assets and liabilities has yet been -pre- 
pared, but it is understood that the latter 
are in the vicinity of $200,000. 

Mr. Treworgy says that his failure is due 
to several causes, chiefly to losses recently 
sustained by a lumber firm in the South 
In addition to this he has been carrying 
several of his large customers and mills 
in the South, and his inability to realize 
upon commercial paper has made an as- 
signment unavoidable.. Mr. 'Treworgy says 
the banks are well secured, and so far as 
he can tell, there will be no failures due 
to his suspension. 

The firm is the fourth largest lumber 
house in the city, and consists of W. H. 
Treworgy alone. Its standing has always 
been excelient and its credit high. Mr. 
Treworgy owns a mill in Rushville, Ind. 
He has received many offers of assistance 
from his creditors, and hopes for a satis- 
factory settlement,

There was less political talk than usual 
on the floor of the Stock Exchange, and 
encouraging cables from London helped to 
infuse a healthier tone into the market 
Thé pressure to sell stocks grew) weaker 
as the day advanced, and what appeared 
to be evidences of some investment buy- 
ing anong the Granger stocks started a 
rally that steadily gained in strength. 

Some of the operators in the Exchange 
who are never without a reason for what- 
ever happens, expiained, after the close of 
the day’s business, that the upward move- 
ment in prices demonstrated that Wall 
Street had thoroughly discounted the effect 
of Candidate Bryan's visit to New-York, 
and that no further trouble need be ex- 
pected from that quarter. 

The efforts of the bear traders were chief- 
ly directed at the outset to the hammer- 
ing of Northwest.

KILLED IN A RUNAWAY, 


John Schneider’s Horse Ran into an 
Blevated Road Pillar, 


John Schneider, twenty-eight years old, 
of 166 Hast Seventy-seventh Street, was 
instantly killed at 8 o’clock last even- 
ing by being thrown from.a light buggy 
in a-runaway at Bighty-fifth Street and 
Third Avenue. Schneider was seen to 
come down the avenue on the down-town 
track and it is said by some that he ap- 
peared to be under the influence of liquor.

utes, said Schneider was dead 

The collision broke the traces and freed 
the horse from the buggy. The animal ran 
down the car track with its hind leg broken, 
and came into collision with an up-town 
bound cable car at Eighty-second Street. 
The horse smashed the: headlight of the 
car, and brought the car to a standstill. 
The gripman was thrown over the front 
platform, and a number of passengers were 
thrown out of their seats. One of the front 
legs of the horse was broken. The horse 
lay at the side of the street for half an 
hour, until it was shot by an officer of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, 

Schneider’s body was removed on a 
stretcher to the East EBighty-eighih Street 
Station. It was not known who he was 
at the time, but a number of people called 
at the station house, thinking that he was 
the son of a prominent Harlem contractor. 

Schneider lived in an apartment house at 
the address given. His young wife, to 
whom he has been married but four months, 
fainted when told of the death of her hus- 
band. The dead: man was in no business, 
but lived on the interest of his.money. He 
owned the horse and buggy.

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BRYAN TALKS AT CANTON. 


Cheers About’ Equally Divided Be- 
tween Rival Candidntes. 


CANTON, Ohio, Aug. 10.—This morning’s 
trains brought many passengers to the city, 
all bent on seeing Bryan. Nothing was 
left undone to make reception, how- 
ever short it might be, a most enthusiastic 
one. Large delegations arrived from 
Zanesville, Akron, and’ other cities, and 
assisted the Jocal committees. Two cars 
loaded with members of the Pittsburg Citi- 
zens’ Reception Committee came in short- 
ly after noon. 

When Bryan's train hove in sight half an 
hour later, there was great cheering and 
confused yells of “ Hurrah for’ McKinley!” 
and “ Hurrah for Bryant” Several McKin- 
ley banners were displayed, It was neces- 
sary to switch Bryan’s car through the 
railway yards in order to attach the special 
car of the Pittsburg Reception Committee. 
While this was being done Mr. and Mrs, 
Bryan were assisted on to a flatear in 
front of the station. Mayor Rice of Can- 
ton, Chairman of the Reception Committee, 
introduced Mr. Bryan jas “the man who 
represents the American people better than 
any man who ever became candidate for the 
Presidency.”’ 

Mr. Bryar. was greeted with great cheer- 
ing. Hats were thrown in the air and the’ 
enthusiasm of the crowd was munifested 
in every conceivable way.

A. M. Mr. Bryan had gone to bed, but he 
heard the great shout that w@nt up from 
several hundred throats.

A serious panic was narrowly averted at 
Delphos when the train reached there at 
7:13.

Members began to arrive'yesterday, and 
while perhaps one-half of them were in the 
city last night. none of them had auy 
settled ideas as to the programme. 

Senator Gorman, who is looked to as the 
Moses to lead the committee, and the can- 
didatés out of the complications into which 
Chairman Jones has brought them, reached 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel about 10 o'clock 
last night, and after.a bath and a luncheon 
he called on Vice Presidential Candidate 
Sewall. Treasurer William P. St. John also 
ealled. Chairman Jones arrived about two 
hours after Mr. Gorman, too late to do any 
talking, 

The members of the Committee on Notifi- 
cation also began to reach the city last 
night, and it was announced that they 
will meet to-day and determine the details 
for the notification. 

It would be hard to imagine a worse 
mixed up mess than the headquarters in 
the Bartholdi Hotel, where the men in 
charge ‘of local arrangements for the notifi- 
cation are trying to do business. The Na- 
tional Committee may find it necessary to- 
day to take a hand at straightening affairs. 

Those who went there yesterday for in- 
formation ree rac aa pana ie one knew 
many of the tmportant points. 

It has been settled that Elliot FP. Danforth 
former State Treasurer, ‘wili preside, al- 
though Treasurer St. John said late in the 
afternoon that he was not sure of it. Mr. 
Danforth, however, is authority for the 
statement that he was asked to accept the 
place, and did so. 

Senator Jones, Chairman of the Naticnal 

ommittee, will call the, meeting to order, 
and Goy. Stone of Missouri will make the 
notification speech. After that will come 
Mr. Bryan's widely advertised speech. 

If the ideas of some of the men in charge 
as to admissions to Madison Square Gar- 
den are carried out and the weather is as 
hot to-morrow night as it has been for 4 
week, Madison Square Garden promises to 
be the most Uncomfortable, and, some 
think, the most dangerous, place in the 
country. A 

The managers for Mr. Bryan want a big, 
noisy demonstration, and the programme 
is to put about twice as many people into 
the Garden as it will comfortably or safely 
hold. The Garden is crowded when there 
are 9,000 people in it, Some say that LO, - 
000 have been in it at one time on two or 
three occasions. 

For the present occasion the committee 
counts on 7,000 seats. In addition to these 
2.500 chairs are to be put’in on the floor, 
and 1,000 more extra ones in the gaileries, 
making 10,500 seats, 

In addition to this, it is proposed to let 
the populace swarm into the standing room, 
and the St. John headquarters estimate 
that from 5,000 to 7,000 people may get 
within hearing distance. 

Experts say that if any such number 
crowds to the Garden om a hot night, the 
consequences can only be guessed. it is 
possible that the National Committee, which 
does not care for a crush which will result 
in loss of life, may take the matter into its 
own hands to-day and do scmething to 
prevent such a crush. 

The National Committee .will have other 
matters of importance to discuss. The lo- 
cation of headquarters and the selection 
of an Executive Committee will be among 
the most important items of business. 
Bradley B. Smalley of Vermont was the 
first ob the committee to reach this city. 
He came yesterday morning. Mr. Smalley 
does not favor New-York as ‘2 place for 
headquarters. ater in the. day Carlos 
French of Connecticut, Clark Howell of 
Georgia, Secretary Walsh of lowa, ex-Gov, 
George W, Peck of Wisconsin, proxy for 
EB. ©. Wall; J. G Franklin of Indiana, e/a 
others came during the afternoon. 

Not one of the committeé’ had any pret- 
erences to express on the question of head- 
quarters. Mr. Gorman is lodked upon as 
the. man who will probably head the HEx- 
ecutive Committee. If this’be the fact, that 
will practically put the management into 
sis hands, and will probably be a satis- 
factory compromise to those who have been 
clamoring that Jones must resign hia 
Chairmanship. The Executive Committee 
will probably number twenty-five. 

It is said Mr. Gorman inclines,to New- 
York ag a place for headquarters, or at 
any rate, as the place where a branch of 
the business of the campaign must be car- 
ried on. The Western men, on general 
principles, are in favor of a Western city, 
as they say the headquarters should be 
in the very thick of the fight, 

Mr. Bryan will reach the’ city this even- 
ing—at just what hour no one at headquar- 
ters yesterday knew. Some said at 6 
o'clock; others said 8 o’clock.. He will come 
to Jersey City over the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. He will be met by no formal escort. 
At headquarters some one unconsciously 
perpetrated a joke by the declaration that 
the reason for this was that Mr. Bryan 
was anxious to avoid all dsplay or ostenta- 
tious behavior, and come as one of the 
plain people in old-time simplicity. Con- 
gressman William Sulzer, however, whose 
club was.to have acted as escort, may 
have hit the nail on the head when he 
said, in explaining this lack of escort: 

‘It wae thought best not to havea for- 
mal escort, as it might cause jealousies,”’ 

Mr. and Mrs. Bryan will go at once to 
Mr. St. John’s house, 121 East Thirty- 
fourth Street, and they will-remain there 
while they are in the city. A reception ‘to

Street, yesterday afternoon, dest¥oyed a 
sawmill, brickyard, and lumberyard, dis- 
turbed a circus gathering and re gen- 
| eral excitement for. an hour or.so among 
the thousands of neighboring residents . The 
loss is estimated at $50,000, The cause of 
the fire is unknown, . ; é 

The fire was first discovered in James 
W. Fagan’s sawmill at 128 Mangin Street., 
One of the owner's sons saw the fire first 
and rang’ for the firemen. Before the fire- 
men arrived the entire lumberyard was 
blazing and the smoke curled up in dense 
volumes high above the top of the mearest 
house. A second alarm was sent out at 
once and a third, fourth, and fifth followed 
in. quick succession. 

The fire- was one of the hottest of the 
year, owing largely to the natural heat of 
the day, but the: firemen: bore it bravely 
and none was reported overcome. 

The yard -where the fire started is in the 
centre of a block containing huge masses 
of tumber. The flames spread to the north 
and ignited the premises at 130 and 132, 
occupied as a brickyard by .B. Kreischner 
& Sons. On the south side the fire com- 
municated to the coal and wood yard of 
Hencken & Co. 

‘A slight breeze also blew the _ flames 
across the stteet and the firemen had to 
give their crew ain to the six-story factory 
building occupied by Richard MacHale and 
other manufacturers. 

The second floor of the two-story brick 
building belonging to Kreischner & Sons 
was occupfed by Henry Noonan and his 
wife and seven children. Noonan is a 
driver employed by the firm. He was away 
when the fire started and his wife was the 
only one in the house. The children were 
playing at the river frent a block away. 
Mrs. Noonan got out easily enough. Her 
son Daniel, sixteen years old, crawled over 
a lumber pile while the flames were de- 
stroying Faguan’s lumberyard, and through 
a window he secured his mother’s pocket- 
book containing some money and jewelry. 
He made his way out again unharmed. Mrs. 
Noonan congratulated herself that she had 
renewed her insurance policy a month ago, 
as the building was completely burned out. 

Fagan’s sawmill was burned to. the 
ground. Nearly half the square block is 
oceupied by B.. Rayner’s Iwmberyard and 
sawmill, but the firemen kept the fiames 
from burning more than a small quantity 
of veneering. 

Bentley's old-fashioned circus is estab- 
lished opposite Hayner’s yard, on the north 
side of Houston Street, near the river. The 
afternoon performance was about to com- 
mence when the fire started. 

The circus people at once refunded the 
entrance money to the several hundred per- 
sons grouped under the tents and hurried 
them out as quickly.as possible. Twenty 
saddle horses that were to take part in 
the performance were also led through a 
gate on Second Street and sent to a place 
of safety. The canvas was then taken 
down so that it would not be ignited 
by falling sparks. The circus employes 
stood ready with buckets of water to pre- 
vent any spread of the fire. 

The fire created great excitement in the 
thickly inhabited neighborhood: and thous- 
ands of people crowded to the scene. The 
police reserves of several precincts under 
the command of Acting ‘Inspector O'Keeffe 
had considerable difficulty in keeping them 
gt_a sufficient distance from tpe firemen. 

The flames were under. control !n less 
than an hour after the fire started. The 
luemen were assisted very materially by 
the fireboats Haveméyer and New-Yorker. 





RARE PIECE OF WOOD CARYING. 
Artistic Work 
size Figure of a 


or a Japanese—Life- 


Coolie, 


A rare piece of Japanese wood carving Is 
attracting unusual attention at the Union 
Square Hotel, where it is on exhibition, and 
artists who have viewed it say that it is a 
marvel of skill and a masterpiece of art, 
though it can hardly be classed as a speci- 
men of legitimate art, as the term is genér- 
ally understood 

It is a life-size figure representing Tsaka, 
the coolie who saved the life of the present 
Russian Czar when the latter, visiting Otsu, 
Japan, in 1892, was attacked by a would-be 
assassin. 

The jinrikisha. or Japanese carriage in 
which the Czar rode at that time is a part of 
the exhibit, Tsaka, who was the jinrikisha 
man, being represented dragging it. 

For his bravery on that occasion Tsaka 
was awarde’ an annuity of 20,000 yen by the 
Czar, 

The figure is the work of Kuruma, known 
as the best artist in the East, and em- 
ployed exclusively by the Japanese Ern- 
peror. It was the product of two and a haif 
years’ work, and jas intended for the 
World’s Fair, in Chicago, but was not com- 
pleted in time, 

It is worked out of a single piece of wood 
from the Indian oak, or teak wood, the 
figure posed as in a running position, rest- 
ing on one foot. 

With the extreme pains characteristic of 
the Japanese, the figure has been made as 
nearly a perfect model of the jinriksha 
man as though taken from a plaster cast; 
every vein and every muscle shows as it 
would be jn the strain of dragging the car- 
riage. 

The wood is stained to the complexion of 
the Jap, and the back is tatt.2ed, as on the 
original, with the god of his particular so- 
ciety and various grotesque embellishments, 
The lips, slightly parted, expose a row of 
pearly teeth The eyes are more natural 
than one finds in the best of wax figures, 
and the hair—for it has real hair, thus out- 
raging pure art—is stuck into the scalp, 
each hair close to the others, as.are human 
hairs, in a perforation small as the hair 
itself. ; 

The most trivial detai) of the original is 
accurately reproduced, ‘and, viewed from a 
short distance, might be mistaken for ‘a 
lve jinriksha man. The only costume is 
that. of the original—sa girdle of stik. 

Dr. Stempel, -manager of the -Union 
Square Hotel, Hved for several years in 
Japan and China, and-it was through his 
acquaintance with a gentleman who had 
purchased the piece that the proprietors of 
the hotel, Neumuller & Schaefer, secured it. 

It is valued at 25,000 ven, or $12,500. It 
will be placed permanently in the café. 
The jinriksha is also a fine specimen of the 
Japanese carriage.

Several of the members who were 
seen stated that the members were anxiour 
for a strike, and would probably declare 
for ‘one at their next meeting. 

The union which thinks of striking is No 
61. of the Socialist Trade and Labor Alli. 
ance, and has for walking delegate Hénry 
Berman, who is also their leader. 

The Progressive Tailors, No. 11, who 
also propose to strike, met at Liberty Hall, 
257 East Houston Street, last night. Walk- 
ing Deiegate Louls Neuman, when asked 
if the union was going to declare “for a 
strike, stated that there was no founda: 
tion for such a rumor, as the men were 
satisfied with their present condition. 

The Contractors’ Association held an ¢x-/ 
ecutive meeting at Roberts’s Hall, 200 Hast 
Broadway. After the meeting, Presiden’ 
Benjamin Driesen stated that the assécia~ 
tion had decided to continue the fight 
against the Brotherhood of Tailors if it 
took six weeks longer. 

He aiso said that the Brotherhood of 
Tailors had on Friday Mast, and also yes: 
terday, asked for a conference with the 
association for a settlement of the difficul- 
ties, but the association had decided not 
to hold any further conferences with them, 

fhe Contractors denied that seven of their 
members had signed agreements with the 
brotherhood since Saturday last, and said 
that they had added fifteen new niembers 
to their number last night. 

The strikers became unruly again vester- 
day morning and shortly before noon the 
neighborhood of Essex Market Polict Cour’ 
was crowded with friends of the men wha 
were arrested.

“Tt 18 easy to detect in the cttrrent news 
from Spaim an inéreasing suspicion that 
‘the war in Otiba has gone on about as 
long as Spaiti ban earry it. Very likely 
the Spanish riots have been intelligently 
fomented by Cuban emissari¢s, hut, as 
We have said before, it would be quite 
vit of the question for Cuban emissaries 
to efeate Spanish discontent. They ean 
SAY Work upon that which already ex- 
ists. ‘The sacrifices of the Spanish people 
fot Cuba have been enormous, and al- 
most crushing. For months, almost for 
veurs, they heve maintained an army 
which nobedy supposed Spaih could 
fidintalii, unless her niutional existence 
were at stake. In the organization, mo- 
bilization, and transport of this army the 
Spanish authofities have shown a de- 
#ree of energy and efficiency to which 
justice has scarcely been done, and which 
reflects the greatest credit upon the mili- 
tary Administration. When Gampos was 
convicted of unsuctessfulness; he wag 
promptly replaced by Wrer.nr, afd War- 
LER received still more #enerous Support 
in Men ahd Morey than Campos had re-~ 
otived.

It is 
true that Sphin might abandon Cuba, un- 
der thé préssiite of a war with the Unit- 
ed States, with somewhat less humilia- 
tion than she could acknowledge the tri- 
umpli of &ti uhhided Cubah insurrection. 
Bit it if équally true that she has no dé- 
cent pretext for such a war, and it ia 
alike to our hondt and our interest not to 
aiford het such a pretext.

ising an average yield. But over the 
drought-stricken district where rain has 
fallen it has come too late to be of 
benefit, The continued drought and hot, 
dry winds have done considerable damage 
in’ some counties. There is complaint of 
too much dry weather in Tennessee. Oth- 
erwise the crop is doing fairly well, 

‘The crop over almost the entire cotton 
belt is maturing rapidly and is earlier than 
‘tor many years, partly from early planting , 
and partly from premature ripening.

Newport, Aug. 10.—The yachts hada 
hard time getting into Vineyard Haven 
on Saturday night, and to-day they had a 
hard time getting out. The harbor start 
was made at 5:80 o’clock, and then the flag- 


ship Sylvia proceeded to the West Chop 
and made the starting line off the Can 
Buoy. j 

The yachtsmen had to be up bright and 
early, ‘but, as ‘they had tired of Cottage 
City and its surroundings, they did not 
grumble. By 6 o'clock’ they were ell out 
ready to start, and Archibald Rogers, who, 
in the absence of S. Nicholson ‘Kane, is 
Acting Chairman, soon sent them off. A 
nice breeze from the westward was blow- 
ing, and every one expected to make the 
run in good time. The preparatory signal 
was given at 6:20 o’clock, and then thirteen 
yachts were ready to race. This number 
probably was the hoodoo on the day’s run. 
A strong tide was running to the east, and 
the yachts had to buck this and beat 
against the wind. 

At 6:30 the starting gun for sloops was 
fired. ‘‘ Eddie” Lockwood had the Uvira 
over the Hne before the smoke had died 
away, and he was going to make a big bid 
for the cup for the best average runs. 
Next to the Uvira came the Wasp, fol- 
lowed in order by the Carmita, Queen Mab, 
Minerva, and Choctaw. The Wayward was 
handicapped two minutes. They were all 
on the port tack, with sheets trimmed 
flat. Then came the schooners. H. W. Har- 
ris’s Quissetta was first over, and was 
foliowed by the Iroquois. The Amorita and 
Colonia made a hitch to starboard before 
crossing, in order to go to the windward and 
of the line. The Colonia was the next 
boat to cross. Then came the Amorita, a 
little to windward of the big boat. The 
Marguerite was next, right in her wake, 
but handicapped fifteen seconds, and the 
Atlantic wag last, handicapped «wo min- 
utes, Wilson Marshall only started the At- 
lantic to make a class for the Colonia, 

The yachts held on the port tack until 
clear ef the land, and then Queen Mab, 
Wasp, and one or two others made short 
hitches to windward. The tide was run- 
ning like a millrace, and the wind was 
much softer out in the Vineyard Sound. 
Harry Haff worked around the int at 
West Chop evidently with the idea that 
the wind would haul to the south. The 
Uvira stood’ across to Wood’s Holl, and 
‘Charley ” Barr, on the Colonia, saw that 
this was the best judgment. The Quissetta 
and Amorita tried to follow the Wasp, but 
the wind died out completely, and the 
yachts were helpless. The tide began to 
set them back and the Marguerite and 
Iroquois looked as though they were go- 
ing -stern first to Cape Cod.

stoners was resumed yesterday morning at 
‘Fire Headquarters before the full board of 


_| Fire Commissioners, Gen. O, H. La Grange 


presiding. Several fire rerorts were handed 
in for identification and marked as exhibits, 

Frank Royce of 8/5 Fast Thirty-sixth 
Street. was then exa‘nined by Col. Thomas 
Campbell, counsel for the prosecution. He 
said he was a telegrap:; lineman, and had 
had nineteen years' experience. He had 
been employed by tne Fire Department for 
four and one-half years, and left on March 
20, 1895. While employed in the Fire 
Alarm Telegraph Department his duties 
were the repairing of lines and doing wnat- 
ever else was detailed to him. 

“Do you know anything of lines operat- 
ed by one Pierce?”’ asked Col. Campbell. 


“There was a circuit at Engine No. 52 
that was connected with the Fire Depart- 
ment wires from a Pierce box. I have seen 
men assist in mending breaks on Pierce 
wires and I have done som myself,” said 
the witness. 

Royce said he worked one night on a 
Pierce box at Jordan L. Mott's, when the 
box was pulled for a fire, and there was 
no response, and he was sent to find out 
the cause. This was in March, 189i. He 
was in charge of men who had put in wire 
at Neidlinger & Schmidt's brewery. 

Cross-examined by Lawyer Olcott, for the 
defense, the witness said that he was not 
aware of the reason why he was taken off 
the pay roll. He had been dinjured by a 
pole falli on him in Amsterdam Avenue, 
and he asked a place as battery man, 80 
that he would not have to climb. Witness 
looked at two sizes of Grimshaw tape hand- 
ed him, and described the smalier one as 
being of the regulation size. Referring to 
the larger one, he said it was the first 
double roll of tape he had seen since he had 
been in the business. 

In response to Mr.,Olcott, witness said he 
did not see a sample of the larger size 
when giving his testimony before. He 
never threatened Superintendent Smith for 
taking him off the nay roll. Witness ad- 
mitted that he had said he would go to law 
with the department. 

Replying to Col. Campbell, Royce said he 
meant he would go to law because of his 
injuries. To Mr. Olcott he said that he 
had never mentioned going to law until 
after being taken off the pay roll. This 
was five weeks subsequent to his fall from 
the pole. In arswer to Commissioner Ford, 
witness said he never saw a double roll of 
Grimshaw tape in use in the four years 
he was employed in the bureau. Mr. Jones, 
clerk to Superintendent Smith, never gave 
him more than an ordinary roi! of tape. 

William Bell, a telegraph lineman, resid- 
ing at 4 Gouverneur Street, was calied. He 
is now and for three years past has been 
in the employ of the Fire Alarm Bureau. 
He testified to being cognizant of various 
matters carried on during Mr, Smith’s su- 
perintendency which were against the in- 
terests of the departmeént. He said he saw 
bluestone used in the battery room in the 
year 1894. When he told this to the Su- 
perintendent the latter doubted the state- 
ment. 

W*tness had already made affidavits as to 
eeccurrences in the department, and Su- 
perintendent Smith tried to have the affi- 
davits withdrawn and new ones substituted, 
Because witness would not do this his pay 
had been held back by the Superintendent. 
Witness said the Superintendent had asked 
hira to sign three different statements. One 
was to the effect that he never saw any 
one employed by the department doing 
work for any outside contract. That wit- 
ness refused to sign. He could not recol- 
lect what the other two statements were, 

The trial was adjourned until 10:30 this 
morning. Col. Campbell, it is expected, will 
then place on the stand other experts from 
Boston, Chicago, and Brooklyn.

Crime of Two Years Ago. 


Otto Schaefer, alias “ Big Otto,” was 
fentenced to fourteen years in State prison 
yesterday by Judge Cowing, in Part L, 
General Sessions. Schaefer was convicted 
last week of burglary in the first degree, 
the minimum sentence for which. is ten 
years’ imprisonment and the maximum life. 

Schaefex and two companions, Henry Pe- 
ters: and Rudolph Hoenig, entered Isidore 
Abramovich’s house, at 140 Norfolk Street, 
on the night of Dec. 8, 1894, and after 
chioroforming the entire family rebbed the 
house of $800 worth of jeweiry and other 
property. Shortly after the robbery the 
police discovered.a woman wearing a ring 
stolen from the house. It was learned 
that this woman had been Schaefer's 
sweetheart. and in this way the identity 
of the robbers was discovered. The men, 
however, had ieft the city and could not be 

~ found. Peters was arrested last April, 
ied. convicted, and sentenced to eleven 
years. in State prison. 

A Central Office detective saw Schaefer 
in Madison Square two weeks 2g0 and: ar- 
cested him. He had been in Chicago, and 
while there had broken his leg, and came 
to New-York to get assistance from his 
friends. — :

Mohemmed Ben Misovd, who arrived here 
six weeks ago from Heypt, became i}, died, 
and was buried on July 25, took place ye 
terday. A tombstone was placed over the 
last resting place of the. departed Turk | 

Misoud was brought over from the Orient 
to perform at the “Streets of Cairo” at 
Coney Island. He was unwell when he left 
his native land, and had scarcely arrived 
at Coney Island when he had to be taken 
to Flatbush Hospital, where he died July 
24, and was buried the following day. 

The marble tombstone placed at the head 
of Misoud’s grave is inscribed: “In Mem- 
ory of Mohammed Ben Misoud, Died July 


24, 1896, Aged 80 Years.” It also bears a 
crescent and two stars. ; 

It was the intention of Misoud’s country- 
men to convey the tombstone to the Graves- 
ena Cemetery on the back of a camel, while 
the Orientals followed on foot, but°as Act- 
ing Captain Lawson had not arrived at his 
office before 10 o’clock, and as the neces- 
sary permit could not be obtained for a 
parade during his absence, the programme 
was changed and they went by train to the 
cemetery. / ; 

Sheik Sifidol headed the procession. His 
costume was a gaudy blue silk, with a vast 
amount of gold trimming, and a white shirt 
with twe great diamonds in the breast. 
He carried a cane. The others presented & 
rather motley appearance, and in the com- 
pany were four women, two Dgyptiaas and 
two white. . 

A large crowd of people from the village 
of Gravesend was attracted to the scene. 
The ceremony was unique. Six of.the Orl- 
entals squatted around cue grave, and one 
of them becan a chant which was weird, 
weary, and monotonous. The others joined 
in, and thus they continued under the blaz- 
ing sun for a quarter of an hour. 

The sheik then walked over among the 
mourners, and, handiug his cane to one of

Macchi, recently appointed Commis- 
sioner General of the Foreign Department 
of the Tennessee Centennial Exposition, ar- 
rived in this city yesterday from Montreal, 
where he has -been effecting arrangements 
for a Canadian exhibit. ‘ 

Mr. Macchi said when seen Jast night at 


the Morton House that he would sail to- 
morrow’'on the American Line steamship 
St. Louls to make a European tour in the 
interests of the exposition. 

Mr. Macchi was s Commissioner connect- 
ed with the Foreign Departments of the 
Chicago, San Francisco, and Atlanta Ex- 
positions, and when recently it wag de- 
cided to make the exposition at Nashville 
international his services were sought. 

He will establish headquarters at Lon- 
don and will.then proceed to visit the vari- 
ous European. expositions, at Cardiff, Rome, 
Paris, (Colonial Exposition,) Turin, Buda- 
Pesth, Berlin, and Niji-Novgorod. 

The State Department has directed the 
United States representatives at foreign 
capitals and cities to extend all courtesies 
end assistance to him. He takes with 
him exposition literature, printed in the 
principal languages, and he will distribute 
this with a -view principally to securing 
artistic exhibits, 

“It is the opinion of the Directors,” he 
said, “‘that’in holding a six months’ ex- 
position in Nashville they must present the 
greatest possible variety. of exhibits in 
order to keep up interest, and as foreign 
exnibits always prove drawing cards, it 
was decided to make the exposition inter- 
nation..!. I shall seek artistic exhibits 
rather than industrial.”

The completed structures are the Com- 
merce Building, 5u0 by 249 feet _ ground 
space; Mining and orestry Builid.ng, 
Transportation, Agricultural, Horticultural, 
History, Audtrorium, Woman’s, Children’s, 
Adminiztration, and Fine Arts Buildings. 

The Palace of All Nations for foretgn ex- 
hibits. to be 350 by 240 feet, and the Ma- 
chinery and Bilectricity Bullding, to, be 590 
by 240 feet, are still to be built 

The use of the Avditorium, with a seat- 
ing capacity for about 4,090 people, will be 
tendered free to all conventicns, and many 
such gatherings have already arranged to 
meet there. 

The Administration Building is after the 
tropical style of architecture, and the Fine 
Arts Building, which will be permanentiy 
preserved; is a’ reproduction of the Par- 
thenon, even to the exact dimens:ons.

. YorK TIMES brought out the interesting 
fact that, while the trade of the United 
States with Costa Rica is increasing rapid- 
ly each year, the balance of trade is in. 
favor of the little Central American repub- 
lic, and is increasing in her favor year by 
year. The value of imports from Cesta 
Rica into the United States and of exports 
from the United States to Costa Rica in 
the last. six years were as follows:

The idea is. more or iess prevalent that 
the Central and South American republics 
do not efford markets of great purchasing 
and consuming capacity, owing to the sim- 
ple tastes and plain way of living in vogue 
among their people. This is not true of Costa 
Rica, whether it he so of any other Spanish- 
American republic or not. 

The people of Costa Rica are not content 
with supporting lifé on ricé, clothing theim- 
selves in the native fibres of the country, 
and drinking r4w and harsh concoctions 
from berries. They buy from the United 
States wheat, corn, pork. beéf, lard, flour, 
machinery, cotton goods, tobacco and its 
manufactures, all kinds of dry goods, and 
all kinds of railway matenials, except steel 
rails. Their imports from the United States 
ednsist Chiefly of the articles mentioned, 
but they also purchase more or less oF fur- 

ture, age and gel tinware, hardware, haber- 

, perfumery, beer, wines ana A ena 
Gaittdes and. harnesses, soap and 
sugar. But they buy about four-fifths of 
theif total imports in Europe. 

There is littke which the Costa Ricans buy 
in Europe that cannot be purchased as 
cheaply in the United States, and the dis- 
tance of tr@nsportsiion is only one-fourth 
of that from Europe. At the same time 
the United States bitys one-half of the total 
exports of the little republic. 

For a little country, Costa Rica is- re- 
markable for-its productions. It grows the 
finest bananas in the world, surpassing any 
others in flavor as well as in nutritious 
quality. Although the Costa Rica bananas 
have to be brought a longer distance than 
those grown in the West India islands, they 
are received at New-York.in quite as good 
condition as.those produced nearer. The 
Costa Rica soil never requires fertilization. 
Its richness. is unperalleled, and’ every 
growth attains a luxurianece there that. is 
perhaps not surpassed anywhere else. The

Costa Rica now enjoys regular steam com- 
munication with the United States. There is 
a weekly steamship service being kept up 
between Limon, the main seaport of the 
country on its Atlantic coast, and New- 
York, and another between Limon, and 
New-Orleans. There are other lines be- 
tween Puntas Arenas, on the Pacific coast 
of the republic, and California, There is a 
mail for the United States every other 
day, and mails are received there with the 
same frequency. 

There are also weekly ships to Limon 
from England, Hamburg, “rance, and 
Spain. And, although Limon is four times 
as far from the nearest European port as 
she is from New-Orleans, and twice as far 
as from New-York, her citizens buy four 
times as many goods from Hurope as they 
buy from the United States.

Ambrose B. Teel Seeks Reparation for 
Being Proseeuted. 





The case of Ambrose B.. Teel against An- 
thohy Comstock for $20,000 is before the 
United States Circuit Court of this dis- 
trict; and will probably eome up at the 
October term.

MR. HEPLER TAKES 


Justice Smyth Supports His Conten- 
tion Under the Raines Law. 


Justice Smyth, in Special Term, Part I. 
of the Supreme Court, reversed the decision 
yesterday on an appeal of Ernest Hepler 
of 179 William Street, from a decision made 
by the Excise Commissioner refusing him a 
saloon license. \ 

Tne petitioner alleges that he obtained a 
saloon license in October, 1895, which would 
have terminated by the operation of the 
Ratnhes law on June SO. He says that on 
April 20 he obtained a hotel lHcense for ten 
days. The former Excise Commissioners 
ruled that the taking out of a hotel license 
revoked Hepler's saloon license, as the char- 
acterization of the place was changed by 
the hotel license being issued. 

Hepler was refused a saloon Ncense un- 
less he paid the fall amount to the new’ 
Excise Commissioner. He wants to pay the 
difference in price between his old license 
and the cost of a new license, and Justice 
Smyth's decision upholds his contention.

The policy of economy adopted by the 
Manhattan Elevated Railroad Company 
Directors is being pursued, and in some of 
its resultg it will be far-reaching and per 


manent. 
One feature of it, ‘oh farroliaattoe et res 


cording turnstiles which ‘will do away with 
tickets and ticket choppers, © will’ be an 
economy both in tickets and of four mén 
‘where there are up and. down town -sta- 
tions. Where’ there are midtraca stationa 
there will be two men less. ; 

Thig automatic registering turnstile, or 
“ passimeter” system, which does away 
with the tieKket and requires but one man 
to receive the fare and make change, was 
introduced on the Brooklyn elevated raji-~ 
roads several years ago. It has given en- 
tire satisfaction. 

The machine is simply a “‘ pay-and-pass * 
device. Its economy is great.. In this city; 
each machine will save $1,200 a year for the 
company. One hundred machines, there- 
fore, would be a saving of $120,000 per an- 
num, The cost of the machine is not taken 
into account, because the saving in tickets 
and the equipment of counters and check- 
ers and expenses of auditing will pay for it. 

More than this, it will end forever all 
danger of a repetition of the thirty-five- 
thousand-dollar scheme of forgery that 
was discovered several years ago, and the 
selling of tickets abstracted from the - 
boxes, 

The passimeter is the property of the 
American Passimeter Company. In Brook- 
lyn the machines have mostly two sets of 
arms against which the passengérs push to 
make them revolve, and there are twa 
pillars. The machines for this city will 
have but one pillar and one set of arms, 
Two passimeters have already been sup< 
pli ed to the Manhattan E.evated Railroad 
Company. One is in service at Second Aves 
nue and First Street. Work is being 
pushed on cthers. : 

The passimeter is automatic and is al-+ 
ways exactly open or exactly shut. Its 

register is continuous, never set. and not 
ph sible.s The operator or cashier, sitting 
in his booth receiving fares and atterding 
to his * clutch,” is out of. reach of (tue 
mechanism and cannot tamper with it.
